little  pro|>res«,  owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the 
case.  It  is  a  matter  involving  all  soru  of  difficulties,  but 
I  think  we  shall  succeed  ultimately.

Their  hearts  are  full, 
their  hands  are  open — but,  oh,  they  are  so  few,  and  so 
poor  what  can  they  do  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  great 
and  growing  community  like  thisl  How  can  they  de¬ 
vise  things  liberal  enough— adopt  measures  adequate, 
and  supply  necessaries  silfficient  for  the  emergencies 
.of  the  times  1  The  tide  of  worldliness  sets  by,  deep  and 
strong,  whirls  and  rushes  onward,  onward.  To  stem  it 
is  difficult;  to  dash  out  upon  its  bosom  is  undesirable, 
not  to  say  unchristian.  Hull,  in  Qod’s  providence  we 
are  here.  What  men  can  do  shall  be  done.  What  God 
will  do  through  us — what  Ha  .may  permit  us  to  do  for 
him — shall  be  done.  Our  duty  te  God  is  first — to  family 
and  friends,  next.  We  will  so  consider  it.  By  our  works 
let  our  faith  be  tested ;  yet  judge  not  severely. 

I  We  trust  the  good  people  at  the  East  are  far  from  be¬ 
lieving  the  many  silly,  shallow  accounts,  exaggerated 
and  contradictory  statements,  of  the  state  of  society  here, 
sent  home  by  persons  blessed  with  a  superabundance  of 
ears ;  for  how  else  should  they  have  heard  what  no  one 
has  seen?

scopic  exhibition.  Events  novel  and  wonderful  are,  in¬ 
deed,  transpiring.  We  walk  amid  scenes  whose  like 
the  world  has  never  before  witnessed.  Great  things  are 
developing.  But  man  is  man  everywhere.  Circum¬ 
stances  produce  in  him  no  radical  change.  They  may 
intensify  some  part  of  his  nature,  they  cannot  alter  his 
real  character.  We  witness  here  the  ongoing  of  the  in¬ 
tensifying  process  in  a  new  direction.  The  yrouss  itself 
is  not  new ;  we  have  seen  it  in  many  forms;  but  with  us 
it  operates  over  an  unusual  yet  not  unexplored  tract. 
The  phenomenon  is  not  half  as  strange  as  the  blunders 
made  about  it.  Our  Legislature,  having  once  resolved 
to  adjourn  on  the  13th  inst.,  has  reconsidered,  and  will 
hold  on  two  weeks  more.

Gen.  T.  J.  Green,  somewhat 
notorious  as  a  gentleman  of  the  fraternity,  made  the  mo¬ 
tion.  It  is  also  painful  to  learn  that  the  morals  of  many 
of  the  law-makers  are  so  much  below  the  best  standards. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  we  might  have  a  Legislcdive 
body  quite  superior  to  the  one  which  is  doing  itself  so 
small  an  amount  of  credit  at  the  Capital.

The  Papacy  will  by  no  meant  aubmit  quietly  to  the 
abolition  of  eccletiaptical  courts  in  Piedmont.  It  boasts 
now  of  a  demonstrated  invincibility.  Behold  I  it  says, 
Austria.  France,  Spain  and  Naples,  each  with  foot  upon 
the  breast,  and  sword  at  the  throat  of  our  rebellious 
Romagna,  while  we  refasten  her  with  double  irons! 
Austria,  moreover,  has  recently  made  an  important  con¬ 
cession  to  the  Court  of  Rome  in  religious  matters,  in 
abolishing  the  restriction  which  required  the  eorrespond- 
enee  of  the  Austrian  bishops  with  Rome,  to  pass  through 
the  Cabinet  at  Vienna.  The  Government  now  confides 
itaelf  to  the  unlimited  action  of  the  Papacy,  in  bringing 
its  subjects  into  slavish  submission  to  authority.  It  is 
confidently  said  now  at  Rome  by  the  priest  party,  and 
believed  by  most,  that  the  Pope  is  urging  Austria  to  in¬ 
terfere  in  Piedmont  to  restore  the  privileges  of  the  Church, 
and  it  were  not  strange  if  she  should  do  so.

Cleaveland,  of  the  Rhode  Island  Conference,  and 
one  from  President  Chapin,  of  the  Presbyterian  and 
Congregational  Convention  of  Wisconsin. 

This  mutual  interchange  of  denominational  ci¬ 
vilities  is  certainly  one  delightful  feature  of  the 
present  age.  It  indicates  a  decided  progress  in  gen¬ 
uine  Christian  union.  And  every  true  lover  of  the 
one  kingdom  of  our  common  Savior  must  rejoice 
to  witness  this  evidence  that  the  followers  of  Christ 
are  becoming  indeed  one  in  spirit  and  in  fellow¬ 
ship,  without  becoming  one  in  denomination.  Be¬ 
sides  being  an  index  of  union,  it  is  moreover  a  de¬ 
cided  promoter  of  such  union.  For  when  the 
representatives  of  the  different  branches  of  Christ’s 
church  thus  meet  to  consult  for  the  common  good 
of  the  same  cause,  then  it  is  that  the  real  unity  of 
the  Spirit  is  developed.  The  same  spirit  is  seen  to 
actuate  fhem  all.  On  every  great  question  of 
spiritual  Christianity,  all  hearts  beat  in  harmoni¬ 
ous  unison.  And  we  never  separate  without  a  ho¬ 
lier  and  deeper  love,  one  for  another.

THE  STRENGTH  OF  SIN. 

BV  BEV.  J.'M.  BHEBWOOD. 

Pew  men,  comparatively,  ever  learn  the  despe¬ 
rate  wickedness  of  their  hearts — few,  probably, 
raaily  bcliew  in  Cbc  rmdimmi  nBii  total  ^apravity  of 
their  nature — and  for  the  simple  reason,  that  they 
never  make  it  their  business  resolutely  and  habitu¬ 
ally  to  oppose  the  daily  current  of  depraved 
thoughts,  desires  and  affections.  They  are  not 
aware  of  the  breadth,  and  depth,  and  velocity,  of 
the  inward  current  of  corruption,  because  it  flows 
down  its  accustomed  channel,  without  noise,  or 
tumult,  or  effort.  Let  them  once  seriously  attempt 
to  obstruct  the  flow  of  sin ;  let  them  really  dam 
the  stream,  and  arrest  and  seek  to  control  the  wa¬ 
ters  of  death,  and  the  speedy  swelling  and  mighty 
pressure  of  a  flood  will  give  some  idea  of  the  vol¬ 
ume  and  momentum  of  depravity.  But  most  men 
will  not  do  this.  They  lay  no  strong  restraints  on 
depravity.  They  let  their  hearts  have  their  own 
way.  Evil  thoughts,  evil  desires,  evil  habits,  are 
suffered  to  riot  at  pleasure.  They  may  refine  their 
manners,  educate  their  minds,  cultivate  the  tastes 
and  accomplishments  of  polite  and  well-bred  soci¬ 
ety,  and  put  on  the  outward  semblance  of  virtue ; 
but  this  is  all.  They  do  not  lay  a  strong  hand  on 
the  working  of  a  corrupt  %heart :  they  do  not  cast 
out  the  seven  spirits  of  evil  which  have  possession 
of  the  spiritual  man :  they  do  not  lay  the  axe  at 
the  root  of  their  evil  habits:  they  do  not  school 
their  appetites  and  passions  into  obedience,  and 
bring  every  member  and  law  of  nature  into  subjec¬ 
tion  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Hence  the  unregenerate  world  takes  by  far  too 
favorable  a  view  of  human  nature.  It  looks  at  the 
outward  development  of  character  and  being — at 
appearances — at  the  merely  animal,  functional,  and 
social  phases  of  human  nature — at  things  which 
are  most  affected  by  education  and  conventional 
restraints :  it  does  not  penetrate  into  the  lower 
depths  of  our  nature,  where  the  eye  of  God  is  the 
solitary  witness  of  sin,  where  depravity  is  left  to 
obey  its  own  impulses  and  laws,  unrestrained  and 
unmitigated  by  those  thousand  circumstances  and 
agencies  which  more  or  less  control  and  shape  the 
actual  conduct.  Because  they  see  or  feel  no  vio¬ 
lent  conflict  of  passion — no  turbulent  flow  of  sin — 
no  raging  of  storm  and  tempest — no  bursting  out 
of  rude  and  gross  immorality — no  rioting  of  cor¬ 
ruption  in  the  outward  life — they  conclude  that 
nature  is  not  so  bad  after  all — that  a  little  culture 
will  overcome  its  native  defects,  and  then  all  will 
be  fair  and  pure;  forgetting  that  the  very  essence 
of  all  sin  and  depravity  lies  back  of  the  life — back 
of  character,  and  is  inherent  in  our  fallen  nature 
itself ;  that  it  is  the  enmity  of  the  heart  towards 
God  that  stamps  sin 'with  its  character  of  exceeding 
sinfulness  and  main  hateful  feature :  that,  though 
the  sepulchre  of  humanity  be  garnished  and  made 
attractive  even  to  the  world,  it  is  a  sepulchre  nev¬ 
ertheless,  and  full  of  dead  men’s  bones  and  all  un¬ 
cleanness. 

Hence,  too,  no  man  knows  himself  until  he  has

I  saw  the  day  cover  the  plains 
of  Europe.  I  saw  the  westward-traveling  light 
spread  itself  over  these  Eastern  States.  Nine  years 
ago  I  saw  the  rays  of  the  morning  tip  our  Presby¬ 
terian  horizon.  I  saw  the  dawn  blush  deeper  and 
deeper.  I  knew  it  would  not  all  return  again  to 
midnight.  I  knew  the  sun  would  rise.  At  length 
I  saw  his  golden  limb  above  the  eastern  woods  ; 
and  from  the  course  of  day  I  knew  that  soon  The 
heavenly  flood  would  cover  all  the  plains  to  Ar¬ 
kansas  and  the  Pacific.  Already  the  influence  of 
heaven  has  dropped  upon  the  wilderness,  and  the 
yell  of  the  war-whoop  is  changed  to  notes  of  praise. 
We  must  not  stop  till  every  Indian  tongue  has 
joined  the  general  song.  We  must  not  stop  till  our 
influence  has  cheered  the  whole  extent  of  South 
America.  And  then  we  must  go  forth  to  the  isl¬ 
ands,  and  hold  on  our  way  till  we  meet  our  breth¬ 
ren  in  other  fields,  and  unite  with  them  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  harvest  of  the  world.

“  There  are  a  large  number  of  children  in  all  the 
principal  towns  in  Califoraia,  and  this  number  is 
constantly  increasing.  Hundreds  of  gentlemen  in 
this  city,  and  hundreds  ^  other  places,  have  sent 
home  for  their  families,  ^ho  will  arrive  here  in  the 


cannot  flourish  where  this  holy  day  is  disregarded  , 
or leQ|^^ji;J||||H|||l^^lam  without  argument;  aud 
yet  it  IS  a  lararafSole  fact  that  some  of  the^pabi^ 
ations  of  our  National  Government,the  employment 
of  a  very  large  amount  of  publicly-chartered  and 
private  capital,  and  the  business  and  social  usages 
of  individuals,  put  dishonor  on  this  divine  insti¬ 
tution.  Whilst,  therefore,  we  have  occasion  to 
mourn  and  humble  ourselves  before  God  that  these 
things  are  so,  we  rejoice  that  the  Presbyteries  are 
awake  to  the  serious  importance  of  this  subject, 
and  that  it  is  noticed  in  so  many  of  the  reports 
with  a  holy  sorrow,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  lead  to 
the  promotion  of  a  purer  public  and  private  sen¬ 
timent  in  every  portion  of  the  Church,  and  through¬ 
out  our  beloved  country. 

It  appears  that  the  recent  opening  of  new  and 
great  thoroughfares  of  travel  and  transportation  of 
merchandize,  and  the  migration  of  masses  of  people, 
have  had  the  effect  to  disturb  tbe  former  quietness 
of  not  a  few  places  in  our  country,  on  the  Sabbath 
day ;  hence,  in  addition  to  the  previous  greater  or 
less  profanation  or  indifference,  there  is  now,  in 
many  places,  much  noise  and  confusion ;  crowds  of 
idle  and  curious  persons  are  gathered  at' railroad 
depots,  at  steamboat  wharves,  and  about  tbe  hotels 
and  canal  stations ;  encouragement  is  toe  frequent¬ 
ly  given  to  the  vulgar  and  ignorant  by  the  frequent 
mingling  in  such  scenes  of  those  who  hold  respect¬ 
able  and  influential  positions  in  society,  and  thus 
the  Sabbath  of  God  is  desecrated,  public  worship 
disturbed,  and  the  hearts  of  the  pious  deeply  griev¬ 
ed.  In  view  of  this  state  of  things  it  becomes  the 
people  of  God  to  be  firmly  conscientious,  and  to 
write  “  Holiness  unto  the  Lord”  upon  this  day,  by 
precept  and  example. 

Again,  under  this  general  head  we  are  called 
upon  to  notice. 

3rd.  Spirituality  in  Personal  Religion,  in  con¬ 
trast  and  in  conflict  with  the  strong  tide  of  world¬ 
liness  and  coveteousness,  which  rises  around  and 
invades  the  church. 

The  prominence  which  this  particular  occupies 
in  many  of  the  Presbyterial  reports,  would  seem  to 
demand  more  than  a  passing  notice.  There  is  evi¬ 
dently  a  great  and  special  necessity  now,  and 
among  us,  Air  deep-seated  and  enlightened  religious 
principle  on  the  part  of  all  Christians.  All  light 
and  loose  materials  in  society  are  caught  up  and 
borne  along  by  the  increased  activity  of  all  the 
worldly  elements. 

Religious  principles  and  affections  are  now  put 
to  a  severe  test,  by  the  increased  temptations  and 
resistance  which  they  have  to  contend  with  and 
overcome.  Nothing  but  a  vital  union  with  Christ 
and  the  inhabitation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  will  avail 
the  professor  of  religion  at  such  a  time  as  this. 
There  is  an  evident  necessity  that  the  voice  of  kind 
and  faithful  warning  should  not  only  b«  heard  from 
the  pulpit,  addressed  to  the  assembled  congregation, 
but  also  that  there  should  be  much  direct  personal 
exhortation  and  application  of  truth,  with  meek- 


the  country.  She  has  dared  even  to  seize  the  address  of 
the  Archbishop  to  his  clergy,  as  exciting  to  rebellion, 
and  to  threaten  him  with 
quitted  the  country,  arid  Rome  will  now 
to  recover  her  lost  authority. 


a  process.  The  Nuncio  has 
no  effort 

She  will  urge  the  matter 
on  to  a  war,  if  that  be  necessary,  and  if  Austria  can  be 
persuaded  to  undertake  it.  To  judge  only  from  the 
Catholic  journals,  one  would  think  that  Piedmont  had 
given  itself  up  to  the  most  horrid  designs  against  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  was  doomed  to  the  speedy  outpouring  of  the 
wrath  of  God  in  consequence.  Meanwhile,  Protestants 
are  making  encouraging  efforts  for  the  circulation  of  the 
Bible,  which,  under  God,  may  soon  cause  a  rallying  of 
a  “  little  flock,”  to  witness  for  it  and  for  Christ  a  good 
confession.  This,  we  imagine,  will  be  the  signal  of  ter¬ 
rible  persecutions,  for  which  Rome  is  now  preparing. 

In  political  matters,  Pius  IX.  has  returned  a  changed 
man.  “  I  am  no  more  Pius  IX.”  he  says,  “  for  the  future

their  own  language.  The  field  is  white  for  the 
harvest.  Spanish  books  are  eagerly  sought  for  and 
read  with  avidity  by  all  the  Spanish  population 
who  can  get  them,  for  they  are  all  intelligent  read¬ 
ers.  This  is  astonishing.  How  they  obtained  this 
ability  no  one  pretends  to  explain.  They  are  far 
less  bigoted  than  most  other  Roman  Catholics.  We 
have  within  our  bounds  two  Roman  Catholic  Span¬ 
ish  churches,  but  the  priests  do  not  seem  so  bigoted 
nor  so  watchful  against  Protestantism  or  its  ag¬ 
gressions  as  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Some  children 
of  Catholic  families  attend  Protestant  Sabbath 
schools,  and  many  of  them  are  found  in  our  public 
schools. 

The  churches  on  the  Sabbath  are  well  filled. 
A  number  of  hopeful  conversions  have  fallen  under 
my  own  observation,  as  well  as  the  reformation  of 
many  backsliders.  The  brethren  who  attend  the 
prayer-meetings  seem  recently  to  be  mere  ardent  in 
their  piety  than  heretofore,  particularly  in  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church,  where  I  have  seen  more  than  a  hun¬ 
dred  present  for  prayer  and  conference.  I  have  re¬ 
cently  fallen  in  with  anxious  sinners  in  considerable 
numbers — some  in  the  hospitals,  some  in  houses, 
and  some  in  tents,  and  some  by  the  way-side,  some 
sick  and  some  in  health.  I  am  resolved,  if  God 
gives  me  physical  ability  and  continues  to  grant  me 
his  grace,  to  do  what  may  be  done  for  the  evangel¬ 
ization  of  this  people.” 

The  Colporteur  urges  strongly  the  importance  of 
sending  more  laborers  to  that  field.  “  We  are  mak¬ 
ing  preparations,”  he  says,  “  for  a  vigorous  onset 
upon  the  powers  of  darkness  as  soon  as  in  the  prov¬ 
idence  of  God  we  are  furnished  with  adequate  hu¬ 
man  agencies.  We  want  helpers.  We  want  de¬ 
voted,  competent  laborers.  Send  us  two  or  more 
every  month.  Let  the  friends  at  home  get  them 
here,  and  on  their  arrival  we  will  employ  them  as 
Colporteurs,  at  $300  per  annum  and  their  expenses. 
But  do  not  send  us  any  second  rate  men.  We  can¬ 
not  do  anything  with  such  men  here.  Most 
of  our  men  here  are  fit  to  send  to  Congress,  and 
such  men  are  not  to  be  taught  or  influenced  by  men 
of  limited  capacity  or  boorish  manners.  They  will 
listen  to  none  but  their  peers  in  the  various  qualifi¬ 
cations  on  which  they  pride  themselves.  They  are 
conscious  of  their  superior  intelligence  and  energy 
of  character,  compared  with  the  mass  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  any  other  part  of  the  world.  With  all 
their  scramble  after  wealth,  they  are  feelingly  alive 
to  every  enterprise  which  promises  favorably  for 
the  improvement  of  this  growing  community  in 
intelligence  and  morals,  and  which  tends  to  the 
prosperity,  peace  and  happiness  of  this  rising  em¬ 
pire  ;  but  their  attention  needs  to  be  arrested  by 
men  with  an  arm  strong  enough  to  hold  them  still 
long  enough  to  hear  the  object  and  its  bearings  and 
influences  explained,  and  its  importance  enforced. 
We,  therefore,  want  no  helpers  but  strongmen,  in¬ 
tellectually  and  morally  strong  men.  I  speak  de¬ 
cidedly  on  this  subject,  because  ^1  perceive  its  im¬ 
portance,  and  I  speak  the  sentiments  of  all  the  true 
intelligent  friends  of  our  enterprise  here.”*

shared  largely  in  the  showers  of  salvation.  In 
some  of  them,  the  movements  of  the  Spirit  have 
been  marked  with  great  power.  This,  it  would 
seem,  was  eminently  true,  in  some  cases  where  the 
pastors  brought  out,  with  marked  distinctness,  the 
revival  theology  of  Edwards.  Sinners,  as  it  was 
stated,  were  distinctly  told  that  the  carnal  heart 
was  totally  depraved ;  “  not  four-fifths,  not  forty- 
nine-fiftieths,  but  totally."  Conversions  under  such 
indoctrination,  may  be  regarded  as  reliable  and 
permanent. 

The  churches,  though  represented  as  generally 


mining  region  our  news  is  rather  exciting. 
Some  are  leaving  their  shops  and  business  in  the  towns, 
to  try  their  fortune  with  the  pick,  shovel,  and  rocker. 
New  diggings  are  reported  in  various  quarters.  This 
spring  it  is  manifest  that  mining  is  more  than  last  year 
looked  to,  as  the  way  to  fortune.  A  year’s  experience 
makes  men  very  sure  of  a  good  degree  of  success.  The 
health  of  the  whole  country  is  remarkably  good.  There 
is  now  no  more  sickness  here  than  with  you.  The  snow 
is  fast  melting  from  the  lower  bills,  and  the  rivers  are 
very  high.  Little  can  yet  be  done  at  digging,  except  in 
the  small  ravines.  The  bars  and  banks  of  the  large 
streams  are  covered  with  water.  Nearly  the  whole  val¬ 
ley  of  tne  Sacramento  is  overflowed.  The  city  has  been 
in  danger  of  an  inundation  for  ten  or  twelve  days;  but  a 
temporary  levee  has  kept  it  out  of  town.  The  waters 
are  at  length  beginning  to  subside,  though  rivers  will 
receive  as  much  as  they  can  hold  for  several  weeks  to 
come. 

There  were  five  clergymen  of  different  denominations 
officiating  in  our  city  yesterday  —  Congregationalist, 
Methodist,  Episcopalian,  Baptist,  and  Cumberland  Pres¬ 
byterian.  This  was  carrying  the  division  of  labor  about 
as  far  as  we  have  ever  had  it  done  in  Saertunento.

visa  necessary  to  pass  the  city  walls,  and  the  bearer 
immediately  arrested  and  confined  until  a  new  convoy 
is  started  off  for  Bologna.

Thus  Rome  and  Austria 
are  in  close  league  to  trample  out  the  last  spark  of  pat¬ 
riotic  fire  in  Italy. 

The  priests  glory  in  this.  Last  week  an  infuriated 
Jesuit,  preaching  in  San  Lorenzo,  anathematized  America 
“  to  all  eternity,”  for  giving  shelter  to  the  “  children  of 
hell,  the  Republicans  of  Europe.”  He  seemed  at  a  loss 
for  terms  of  abuse  odious  enough  to  describe  the  hateful 
character  of  the  American  people — “  a  nation  of  open- 
mouthed  blasphemers  against  the  Church,”  “  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  all  the  devilish  machinations  of  the  Socialists 
in  Europe,"  “  the  protectors  of  all  the  thieves,  and  mur¬ 
derers,  and  blasphemous  heretics  that  are  here  leagued  ' 
with  hell  to  ravage  the  Church  of  God.”  He  then  let  go 
his  whole  broadside  of  fire  and  brimstone  upon  our 
‘‘  infidel  Republic,”  and  wound  up  with  a  panegyric  of 
the  divinely-established  Government  of  the  Popes !  We 
once  heard  a  “  come-outer”  in  America  prophecy  against 
kings ;  and  we  could  not  but  think,  in  hearing  this  tirade 
of  the  priest,  that  if  he  and  the  “  come-outer”  could  once 
be  pitted  against  each  other,  that  neither  would  come 
out  any  more.

some  overt  sins :  it  is  an  embosoming  atmosphere 
rather  than  a  distinct  form,  or  opinion  ;  we  live  in 
it  and  breathe  it  continually,  and  unless  there  be  a 
positive  and  powerful  pre-occupation  of  themiod 
and  heart  of  the  Christian  by  the  knowledge,  lov« 
and  fear  of  God,  he  will  wither  under  this  moral 
pestilence. 

Here  again  we  have  reason  for  encouragement,

the  reflection  and  echo  of  his  light  and  voice  shin¬ 
ing  and  spreading  in  and  through  the  hearts  of  the 
brethren.  The  mere  faint  hope  of  salvation  from 
a  faintly  realized  risk  of  perdition  to  the  soul  is 
not  enough  wherewithal  to  stem  the  tide  of  world¬ 
liness,  and  overcome  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  of  the 
eye,  and  the  pride  of  life;  there  must  be  more  than 
this ;  yea,  there  must  be  the  principle  and  the  pow¬ 
er  of  holiness,  an  enthroning  of  God-in-Christ  in 
the  heart,  and  a  captivity  of  the  soul  to  the  obedi¬ 
ence  of  Faith.

Whereas  the  evils  of  intemperance  are  great,  and 
have  been  increasing  for  the  past  two  years  within 
our  bounds,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  it  behooves  the  friends  of  Temperance  to 
renew  their  efforts  for  the  suppression  of  this  vice. 

Resolved,  That  all  which  can  be  done  by  moral  suasion 
to  atop  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  bever¬ 
age,  ought  to  be  done.  But  also 

Resolved,  That  whereas  moral  suasion  will  not  effect  the 
work.  And  whereas  every  community  may  justly  protect 
itself  against  so  great  an  evil  as  intemperance  by  the  strong 
arm  of  the  law,  it  ia  the  duty  of  the  friends  of  Temperance

These  statements  are  capable  of  abundant  proof.
